Grain cutting is the order of 
the day. Binders arc busy in 
nearly every field and stooks of 
golden grain are dotting the 
countryside. Any definite state¬ 
ment as to average yield lit- 
impossible as yet, as very lit¬ 
tle grain has been delivered to 
the elevators. In the district 
west and north of Welling, a 
number of combines are runn¬ 
ing steadily, and elevators 
there have taken in quite a 1.ti¬ 
tle bit of grain. The average 
would be around 12 or 13 hush, 
per acre, beautiful grain, all 
grading No. 1, and weighing 62 
lbs. per bushel and better, and 
of a lovely color. Fields run 
from 7 to 20 bushels in that 
district. Pastures are still bum 
ed and brown, and grazing for 
winter feed will lie confined to 
stubble fields, as there will he 
no feed on sod unless late rains 
benefit the grass lands. 

Beets are doing well where 
cultivated and watered, and 
are about the only crop which 
is benefitting by the profusion 
of sunshine that has been gjven 
to us the past six weeks.

TRENCH SILO 

(Experimental Farms Note) 

At the Dominion Experiment¬ 
al Station, Morden, a trench siiu 
42 feet long, 5 fet deep, 14 feet 
wide at the top and 8 feet at 
bottom was excavated by two 
men, two teams, a slip scraper 
and plough in two days. Old 
squared timbers were used to 
increase height 2 feet on top, 
while the soil was dumped on 
each side of the timber to in- 
c.ease the height above the 
ground level in preference to 
exc rating the usual depth. Oth 
er than the old timbers no lum¬ 
ber was i ■ ed in building the 
trench. The only cost was that 
of labor. 

This silo held approximately 
70 tons of green corn. Horses 


wore used for packing the silage, 
it is highly important to have 
silage very firm in a trench silo. 
Sometimes the farm tractor is 
used at the end of each day t > 
make sure the ail.-^e \ 1 

firmed. 

After trench silo has been 
fillled. at least two feet of cut 
straw is blown over the top of 
the com. Wet old stack bot 
toms can be used in preference 
to dry cut straw. The straw 
should be well soaked with wat¬ 
er and covered over with pooles, 
plunks, or anything that will 
keep the straw or chaff from 
blowing. After straw has been 
soaked a pail of oats should be 
seat tered over the surface as 
the oatj, tend to sprout nnd be¬ 
come matted excluding the free 
passage of air over the top of 
the silngc. 

It is preferable to allow silage 
to ferment and become well set¬ 
tled belore opening the silo for 
feeding. A stone boat with a 
box attached that can be hauled 
by one horse may be used for 
hauling silage from silo to the 
barn. 

There is generally sufficient 
heat in a trench silo to keep sil¬ 
age from freezing. At no time 
during the coldest days of win¬ 
ter was tiie silage frozen to any 
extent at the Morden Station. 
The silage should he taken out 
as you would slice a loaf of 
bread, taking a width right 
across the end of the trench. 

Owing to the greatly increas¬ 
ed acreage of corn seeded this 
past spring, farmers are well 
advised to consider the possi¬ 
bilities of the trench silo.

Under normal conditions, a 
considerable amount of gas is 
present in the intestines. The 
gas serves a useful purpose in 
that it stimulates the cant ac¬ 
tions of the bowel which move 
the contents of the bowel along 
the intestinal tract. 

Flatulence means an excessive 
production of gas in the intes¬ 
tines, and it is usually due to 
one of two causes. The first is 
the fermentation of foods which 
occurs when there is an excess, 
in the diet, of sugars, starches 
or cellulose, the indigestible re¬ 
sidue of coarse vegetables and 
whole grains. 

This is most apt to occur in 
the person who is constipated, 
because in such cases, the con¬ 
tents of the bowel are retained 
for a comparatively long time, 
and there is thus a greater op¬ 
portunity for fermentation with 
gas production. This gas i s not 
particularly offensive, and the 
■ondition is relieved by passing 
th as flatus oi ith the 

bowel ' "it. ‘'.

eals. The diet with considerable 
roughage j s not the best diet 
for all, even though it is the 
■ost for some people. 

The other cause of gas in the 
intestines is putrefaction. This 
gas is loiil and offensive as it 
arises from the putrefaction of 
proteins in the diet. The chief 
source of protein in our diets is 
meat. In such cases, to n much 
meat may have been used, or, 
due to lack of habit or exercise, 
there may not be regular bowel 
elimination. 

The importance of diet and 
elimination are important in 
considering this condition. An¬ 
other point noticed is that the 
same diet is not suited to all 
persons. This is largely the re¬ 
sult of abnormal conditions 
which have been allowed to 
develop. If the bowel has be¬ 
come irritated, it is obvious 
that coarse foods are not suit¬ 
able their us e is apt to ag¬ 
gravate the irritation. 

Diet is int the only consider¬ 
ation, Exercise, rest, fresh air, 
cleaniiness and regular elimin¬ 
ation must also he secured if 
the body is to be properly nour¬ 
ished and kept free from the 
abnormal conditions which cau¬ 
se distress and discomfort. 
Health is more than freedom 
from disease. The healthy bod"- 
runs smoothly and efficiently: 
the healthy individual is effect¬ 
ive and happy.

| period for culling the laying 
] flock and at that time all hens 
I that have quit laying should be 
| culled.
